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TESTIMONY OF A LIFETIME. 


BY PRESIDENT WILFORD WOODRUFF. 
[CONCLUDED FROM PAGE 102.] 


On the 13th of March, 1839, I took 
my family and went to Quincy, Illi- 
nois. Arrived there on the 16th, 
where I saw the suffering of the Saints 
who lay on the banks of the Missis- 
sippi river, who had been driven from 

issouri for their religion, and this 
before the subject of polygamy had 
been revealed to the Church or to the 
* d Presid * 

accompanied President Young 
and — ger the Twelve to the 
Temple Block in Far West, where we 
laid the corner stone of the Temp! 
upon which stone, on the 26th o 
April, 1839, Wilford Woodruff and 
George A. Smith were ordained 
Apostles and members of the quorum 
of the Twelve. This meeting was 
appointed by revelation and com- 
maudment, and we performed all that 
we were commanded to do. We re- 
turned to Quincy on the 2ud day of 
May. While we were performing this 


oon Joseph the Prophet and his 


rother Hyrum got out of prison in 
issouri and arrived at Quincy, where 
we met with them, their families and 


friends, and had a joyous time. I ac- 
companied President Brigham Young 
with our families from Quincy to 
Nauvoo, and settled at Montrose. I 
was with Joseph Smith and the Twelve 
Apostles on the 2lst of July, 1839, 
which was the day of God's power 
with the Prophet. He healed a score 
of the sick by the power of God ; they 
were up from their beds of 
sickness, some of them being nigh 
unto death, including Elijah Gockams 
and Bates Nobles. 

The Twelve Apostles were com- 
manded of the Lord to go to Great 
Britain on a mission, and to carry the 
Gospel of Christ to that land. As I 
was preparing to start on the 25th of 
July, 1839, I was attacked with chills 
and fever for the first time in my life; 
my wife and child were also sick. On 
the 1 sick, — 
my my hands upon my wife 
and child, blessed them andleft them 
in the hands of the Lord, with not 
more than four days’ provisions in 
the house, and thus started on my 
mission without purse or scrip. 
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Brother Brigham Young paddled me 
across the Mississippi river in a canoe. 
The difficulties which I with the rest 
of the Apostles passed through in 
performing that journey to England 
will never be told in history. How- 
ever, we all arrived in various com- 
panies in —— in compliance with 
the commandments of God. We spent 
the year 1840 in England, durin 

which time we preached the Gospe 
and baptized some seven thousand, 
organized branches and conferences 
in England and Scotland, includiog 
London and Edinburgh. Eighteen 
hundred of this number were brought 
into the Church through my labors in 
Herefordshire, Gloucestershire, and 
Worcestershire during eight months, 
including nearly two hundred preach- 
ers of the various denominations. 
About fifty of the preachers belonged 
to the six hundred of the United 
Brethren who were baptized into the 
Church. After performing this work, 
and on the 25th of April, 1841, I set 
sail for America on the ship Roches- 
ter, with my brethren of the Twelve 
and a large company of the Saints, 
and arrived at New York 20th May. 

My son Wilford was born at Nau- 
voo, March 22, 1840, und my daughter 
Sarah Emma died at Nauvoo, July 
17, 1840. 

I left New York for N auvoo, via 
the lakes, and was on the steamer 
Chesapeake, with my wife and child, 
when she was wrecked on Lake Michi- 

p, and all came near being lost; but 

rough the mercy of God we were 
again preserved from the perils of the 
waters. I arrived at Nauvoo on the 
6th of October, 1841, where I agein 
had the happy privilege of meeting 
with the Prophet Joseph and Apostles 
and my friends. I spent the winter 
of 1841-2 in Nauvoo, attending meet- 
ings and councils, and laboring with 
my bands for the support of myself 
and family until the 3rd of February, 
1842, at which time Joseph Smith 
called me to take charge of the busi- 
ness department of the printing office 
which i attended to until the 20th of 
January, 1844, when I left the office 
well supplied with materials, in the 
hands of Elder John Taylor. I re- 
ceived my endowments with the 
Twelve under the 


direction of the | days. 
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Prophet Joseph Smith in the winter 
of 1843. In the spring of 1844, I was 
appointed a mission with most of the 
Twelve to go through the Eastern 
States. On the 9th of May, 1844, I 
took the last parting hand with Presi- 
dent Joseph Smith in bis own house, 
with Brother Jedediah M. Grant. He 
blessed me and bade me God 2 
but seemed very sorrowtul, as he di 
in parting with all the Twelve I 
have since been satisfied that he had 
a presentiment that it was his last 
parting with his brethren of the 
Apostles. I attended a conference at 
Boston, and on the 27th of June, 
1844, while at the railway 2 in 
Boston with Elder Brigham Youn 
waiting for trains to take us to Lowell 
there seemed to be a dark cloud an 
sorrowful gloom come over us, which 
we could not comprehend at the time. 
While I was at Portland, Maine, and 
ready to step on board a steamer for 
Fox Islands I saw an account of the 
martyrdom of the Prophet and his 
brother Hyrum, and the Spirit bore 
record to me that it was true; so I 
returned to Boston, where the Twelve 
soon met together, and we hastened 
to Nauvoo, when we found the city 
enveloped in mourning. 

After our return to Nauvoo, and 
setting in order the Church, a council 
was held, at which time I was a 
pointed to go to England and take 
charge of the Church in that land. 
I arrived in Liverpool on the ship 
John R. Skiddy on the 3rd of January 
1845, in company with my wife and 
— daughter; also Brothers 

yrum Clark and wife, Daniel Jones 
and wife, and Brothers Milton Holmes 
and Leonard W. Hardy. I spent the 
year 1845 in England attending to the 
duties devolving upon me. Durin 
that year I published three thousan 
copies of the Doctrine and Covenants, 
and secured the 1 in London, 
being the first European edition; 
three thousand Hymn Books, and 
twenty thousand copies of the pro- 
clamation of the Apostles. On the 21st 
of January, 1846, I departed from 
England on the packet ship Ashbur- 
ton, with Elder Joseph A. Stratton, 
for New York. We had an exceed- 


ingly rough passage of forty-three

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known up to that time. We had seven 
hurricanes and fourteen gales, and 
lost the second mate overboard. 

Arrived in New York, 1846. My 
wife and daughter had gone on board 
ship at Liverpool with a company of 
Saints, on a W to Nauvoo via 
New Orleans. I left New York, and 
visited my father’s home in Farming- 
ton, Conn., and notified them to be 
prepared to accompany me to Nauvoo, 

also visited Ezra Carter and family, 
ny father-in-law, at Scarborough, 

aine, and I took my daughter Phebe 
who had been left there, and returned 
to Connecticut. My father, step- 
mother, and cousin Betsey Cusset, ac- 
companied me to Nauvoo, where 1 
again met my wife, who had arrived 
safely from Liverpool. 

I attended the dedication of the 
Nauvoo Temple with Orson Hyde, on 
the 20:h day of April, 1846, whilst 
the most of the Twelve and many of 
the Saints, led by President Brigham 
Young, had crossed the Mississippi 
river and were travelling west. 

I crossed the Mississippi river with 
my family for the last time on the 
19th of May, 1846, and started west 
to overtake the main camp. We ar- 
rived at Mount Pisgah, where there 
was a large body of the Saints, on the

1 visited all 
the branches of the Church in New 
England and New Brunswick, and 
organized the last company and led 
them myself from Boston to St. Louis, 
Council Blaffs, and on to Salt Lake 
City, arriving in October, 1850, at 
which time I settled my family, in- 
cluding my father, ia the city of Salt 
Lake, where I have spent the last 
thirty-eight years of my life, attend- 
ing to the duties of my calling as an 
Apostle, in the building and dedica- 
tion of temples, administering in the 
ordinances of the Gospel therein, and

or my family. I have been deeply 
interested in the redemption of m 
dead. Through my own labors an 
the assistance of my friends I have 
been enabled to give endowments to 
some three thousand of my dead rela- 
tives of my father’s and mother’s 
house.

Congress but the duty of Congress to 
convert this public domain into States 
as fast as population and conditions 
will justify.

When Congress creates a Territory, 
and a Territorial government for the 
people who may inhabit it, it is with 
the implication that they shall have a 
State government, and shall be part 
and parcel of the nation in every re- 
spect, and especially have a voice in 
its affairs. 

With this promise held out to them 
they occupy gpd develop a part of 
the public domain, and when they 
have fulfilled these conditions, their 
right to a State cannot, 
without bad faith, denied, unless 
there are otber conditions existing 
that relieve Congress from the duty 
that would otherwise be jmperative.

MINERAL RESOURCES. 


The mineral deposits include gold, 
siver, lead, zinc and copper, the finest 
marbles, white and colored granite, 
limestone and various building stones; 
there are also antimony, sulphur, gyp- 
sum, manganese, and beds of asphalt- 
um, ozokerite, ochers, besides petro- 
leum, natural gas, etc. The precious 
metals have ylelded during the last 
seventeen years the sum of 134,992, 
630 dollars, which is evidence of their 
richness and permanency. The coal 
beds and salt deposits are practically 
inexhaustible, and new discoveries of 
valuable minerals are made every 
year. 


SCHOOLS. 


The Territorial Legislature has pro- 
vided a system of public schools and 
for the support thereof, which is sum- 
marized as follows, the particulars 
being taken from the statutes of Utah 
and from the report to Congress for 
1888 of the commissioners of schools 
appointed under the provisions of the 
act of Congress of March 3, 1887: 

There are 24 counties in the Terri- 
tory, in which there are 344 school 
districts, and in these districts there 
are 460 public schools. 

There are 641 teachers and assist- 
ants, and of these 40 are non-Mor- 
mons. 

The school population (between the 


ages of six and eighteen years) is 
54,943, of which 47.371 are Mormon, 
and 7,582 non- Mormon.

HOW SCHOOLS ABE MAINTAINED. 


These schools are supported as fol- 


ows: 

By a Territorial tax of 3 mills on 
the dollar for payment of teachers. 
Trustees are elected by the tax-payers 
in each district, and these trustees 
are authorized to levy and collect an 
additional tax of one-fourth of 1 per 
cent. for general school purposes; and 
by a vote of a majority of the tax- 
payers in any district a further — 
up to 2 per cent., may be an 
collected for school purposes. (Com. 
Report, pp. 2, 34.) 
he value of district school property 
is 542,755.21 dollars. (IJbid., 7 12 

The amount paid for school teachers 
and appliances for schools for the 
year ending June 30, 1888, was 293, 
085 dollars. (Tbidd., p. 15.)

UNIVERSITY. 


In addition to the — there 
is the University of Deseret, which is 
in part supported by Territorial funds. 
It is open to all, and 40 students 
yearly are admitted upon condition 
that they become teachers in the dis- 
trict schools (Tbid., p. 24). 

All of the above-mentioned schools 
are non-sectarian ; no denominational 
tenets are taught (Ibid., p. 6). 


DENOMINATIONAL SCHOOLS. 
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In the Mormon schools the scholars 
enrolled are 620 Mormons and 10 
non- Mormons. 

In the other denominations the 
scholars enrolled are 2,277 Mormons 
and 3,773 non-Mormons (Jbid., p. 13). 

It is very apparent from the statis- 
tics above given that the provisions 
for education are worthy of the high- 
est commendation, and the results 
prove their value. 

These results briefly stated are as 
follows, taken from the report of the 
United States Commissioner of Edu- 
cation for the year 1881 :— 

The average duration of schools in 
Utah in a year is 140 days. Only 
twelve States and one Territory and

That the affairs of this territory 
have been well managed in the —— 
is sufficiently evidenced by the fact 
that there is no Territorial indebted- 
ness + 150,000 dollars, which was

Tbe legislature had appropriated 
125.000 dollars for a — asylum, 
75,000 dollars for a reform school, 
25.000 dollars for a capitol building, 
20,000 dollars for an exhibition build- 
ing, 85,000 dollars for the universi 
building, 20,000 dollars for a deaf. 
mute asylum, 25,000 dollars for an 
agricultural college; and the debt of 
150,000 dollars in 5 cent. bonds 
was created to meet ces due on 
these appropriations.

THE MANCHESTER NT NSG ON “MORMONISM.” 


THe Manchester News of the 13th inst. has a short editorial referring to our 
comments on certain statements which were recently made before the New 
Islington Branch Committee of the British Anti-Mormon Society. The Vews 
admits the plausibility of our proposition to have the two, alleged bigamous, 
“ Mormon” missionaries of the city of Manchester judicially impleaded before 
the proper courts of this country, and punished for their violation of the law, 
if there is guilt, just as other transgressors are. 

If our cotemporary had been mindful to set forth the whole truth, it 
would have declared that the proposition is not only plausible, but that 
it is spiced with the principles of justice and common fairness. It is 
one that ought to be accepted’ and executed in order to afford Mr 
Nicholas an opportunity to vindicate his character for veracity, which we 
question. Failing to do this, he or his apologists should come out like men, 
and announce to the world that false testimony has been borne against the 
“Mormon” missionaries. Specific charges of law-breaking have been affirmed 
in the cases under consideration. These allegations we unequivocally pro- 
nounce false and slanderous. To beat around the bush in this matter will 
but serve to show the British Anti-“Mormon” Society in a bad light. The 
proof of the charges made by it has been challenged. If it is not forthcoming 
how can reflecting men fail to think there is none to offer, and that some one 
has manufactured the accusations out of whole cloth. Again, if no reparation 
for the injury done is proffered, every individual who has a particle of the 
principle of honor or of true manhood in his soul will consider that a failure 
to make restitution for the wrong done is more contemptible than the com- 
mission of the offence in the first place. 

Individuals sometimes say things when laboring under excitement or when 
influenced by prejudice which are reprehensible; but can such people purge 
themselves from the odium which justly attaches to their acts by letting their 
victims continue to suffer from misrepresentation and slander? If it be pre- 
sumed by the British Anti-“ Mormon” Society that its members are under no 
obligation to God or man to speak the truth when “Mormon” character comes 
up for consideration, or that they can flippantly evade the responsibility to 
establish their defamatory statements by proof when the injured party demands 
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its production—that they are under no obligation to treat with common justice 
men who have never injured them, and who are engaged in a lawful avoca- 
tion—that they are, in fact, not in duty bound to be gentlemen, there is of 
course but little to be said to such a society on any subject which involves 
principles of honor or justice. | 

We would like the Mews to inform us why our plausible proposition 
to have the alleged, “Mormon” bigamists prosecuted has not been complied 
with? If the facts areas Mr. Nicholas stated, these cases are good ones for 
him and the society to which he belongs to work upon. If the organization 
does not want facts as a basis for its anti-“ Mormon” operations, there will be 
quite a coloring of honesty in the act, if it be distinctly announced that the 
society purposes to deal wholly with fiction in its crusade against us. A bad 
cause is not bettered by having those engaged in it sail under false colors. 

The British Anti-“Mormon” Society has an opportunity to do something 
now in a legal way if the charges preferred by one of its members against the 
“Mormon” missionaries are true. If that organization is not designed to 
operate in the most effective ways against the “Mormons,” let it be so under 
stood. Let the British public know that the society does not propose to take 
hold of a good thing when it can. Perhaps there are paid officers in the 
institution whose bread and butter would be cut short too suddenly by the 


necessary collapse of the society should it succeed in squelching “ Mormonism” 
all at once. 


If there had been a paragraph in the Mews editorial stating that our chal- 
lenge of the proof in these cases had been accepted, the proper thing would 
have been done. Instead of this, however, that periodical says: “But even 
assuming that the ‘Mormon’ propagandists continue to steer clear of legal 
offences,” &c. We would like to know what need there is to assume anything 
in this matter? If the British Anti-“Mormon” Society has the proof of its 
charges against the “Mormon” missionaries, why should the News, even 
indirectly grant their innocence? It appears strange that such a course 
should be pursued when all that paper had to do was simply to get the 
proofs from Mr. Nicholas of the charges he had preferred. Too much trouble, 
likely, to do this. It ought not to be when the character of that individual 
is called in question. When he is charged with uttering false and slan- 
derous accusations both he and his friends seem to take our charges very 
complacently, and just as if they were accustomed to such incidents in their 
lives. Their course reminds us of the old saying-that eels doubtiess like to 
be skinned when they get used to it. We have quite an indifference in this 
matter, for these people understand their own manner of life better than we 
do. Reputation seems to be very cheap with them. This thought struck us 
quite forcibly when the report of the proceedings of the New Islington 
Branch Committee of the British Anti- Mormon” Society first fell under our 
notice. Our accusers.do not seem to have any regard for the reputation of 
the “Mormons,” and none likewise for their own. The latter they do not 
deem to care enough about to vindicate when occasion demands they should, 
and when one would thiok they could do it very easily. We ought not to 
find fault with them for rating themselves for what they think they are 
worth.

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Perhaps the matter is conceived to be of little importance because the 
friendlees and despised “Mormons” are interested. From such a standpoint 
as this we confess to having mistaken the purpose of the British Anti-“ Mor- 
mon Society. We had supposed its object was to save the Mormon” people 
instead of trying to drive them beyond the influences of elevating principles 
and examples. If people do not think our just claims are of sufficient 
importance to secure impartial consideration, with what confidence can they 
offer us their principles instead of our own? Since we are subjected to the 
indifference, scorn, and contempt of our fellows, can anyone wonder that we 
do not rush to their embrace and adopt their ways, and become “like the 
rest of us”? If our opponents are in possession of a religion which can 
soften their hearts towards the alleged erring “Mormons,” a blessing would 
doubtless follow its practice. If their principles cannot constrain them to 
accord us the common rights of humanity, we cannot accept the religion they 
offer us, since we already have a better system of our own. 

After granting indirectly, as the News does, that the “Mormon” mission- 
aries who have been charged with bigamy are not guilty, it says that it is 
still urged against them that they induce young people by false representa- 
tions to go to Utah.” Will the Nes be kind enough to give us the names 
of our fellow-missionaries who have made false representations to any one, 
old or young, in this country to induce him or her to goto Utah? This 
Church itself bas a reckoning to make with the missionary who may act the 
part of a deceiver or false witness bearer. While the Vews is in the business 
it should by all means let us have the false statements also of which it 
seems to know so much. 

Who, let us inquire, urges these charges against the Mormon” missionaries? 
If the News itself is responsible, strangers may think there is some backing 
for its assertions—that there are some direct proofs in existence for what it 
alleges in this matter. If our cotemporary has nothing of the kind in its 
possession, let it be understood that fiction only is required in the 
News office when it goes off on an anti- Mormon” spurt. If our proposition 
to have the charge of bigamy proven in the coarts of this country is a 
“plausible” one, that just now made to the Vews is equally so. It should be 
accepted by that journal, or else let it in a manly way disavow responsibility 
for statements contained in its own columns. 

But, suppose it be admitted (which we do not do) that false representations 
have been made to induce people to go to Utah. Would that be a blacker 
crime than to defame the character of Utah people by false representations? 
If there are any unworthy characters among the “Mormon” mis- 
sionaries, it is, nevertheless, bad taste for pots to call kettles black. If the 
News demands an example in which Utah people have been misrepresented, 
we will not go beyond the case of the alleged “ Mormon,” missionary bigamists 
of Manchester. The charges against them are right to the point. Just what 
makes “Mormon” falsifying, if it has occurred, so much worse than Gentile 
vituperation is not very clear. But we should scarcely expect our opponents 
to look at things through our spectacles, since some of them are barely 
willing to admit that a “Mormon” could piously sing a song of praise to God 
without doing it in a profane way. 
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We are familiar with what the “Mormon” missionaries state to the people 
when talking to them about embracing the Gospel of Jesus Christ. They 
tell them, among other things, that if they do, their names shall be cast out 
for evil, that all manner of false accusations shall be launched against them, 
that they shall be ostracised from what this world terms respectable society, 
that they shall realize what it means to be looked upon as the filth and 
offscouring of this world, and, in fine, that they must be prepared to sacrifice 
home, kindred, friends, property, and perhaps life itself for the Gospel’s sake. 
The history of this people proves that these are not false representations. 
Some of them have been verified in Manchester. If it be inquired who of 
the “Mormon” missionaries, and when and where they have made such 
representations to the people, an answer is readily suggested in the last few 
lines which the reader has perused. Such are “Mormon” public and private 
teachings; and if the News thinks anyone is unwilling to have them brought 
into prominence, we suggest that they be published in its own columns side 
by side with the statement made in that journal, that the “Mormons” decoy 
young people from their homes. People could thus see for themselves how 
closely the anti- Mormon” statements harmonize with the facts. 

We are quite willing that the News should not only state that the Saints 
admit that the principle of plural marriage is practiced in Utah to a limited 
extent, but that journal will not offend us if it publishes to the world that 
we claim so much for some of our brethren in Utah. State, too, that some of 
them are now suffering in the Utah penitentiary rather than cast off their 
wives to become a prey to the despoiler, or bastardize their children. Such 
fidelity is not too common in this world at present. If anyone is disposed 
to compare the result of the system of plural marriage embraced by a few 
of the “Mormons” with the state of society in monogamous countries, we 
will cheerfully furnish abundant, non- “Mormon” testimony respecting the high 
degree of sexual purity which is maintained in the communities of the Saints. 
The happiness which is so marked a characteristic of their homes might be 
noted also. The data which may be required on the other hand will not be 
difficult to obtain. If we recollect correctly, the Pall Mall Gazette 
supplied the world some time ago with a few items which are right to the 
point. Then the alleged 240,000 fallen women who live in the single city of 
London should also come in for a share of our opponents’ attention; and, 
doubtless, Manchester itself could afford some data in the same line which 
would heighten the contrast between Gentile ways on the one hand, and 
those of the “Mormons” on the other. We have no fear for the future of the 
patriarchal order of marriage so long as monogamy is set up for a standard. 
The statement of the Mews that the “American people, who know most 
about the ‘Mormons,’ regard them as a pestilent nuisance, and the existence 
of such a community as a disgrace to the Union,” will furnish interesting 
reading in conjunction with the report of the House Committee on Territories, 
which we publish in the current number of the Star. Our readers should 
not fail to peruse it. To what extent the official statement of United States 
Congressmen in regard to Utah affairs can influence the opinion of the News 
on this question is yet indeterminate. Doubtiess but little. It may not be 
amiss, however, to call attention to the fact that what Congress has to say in 
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the matter does not seem to harmonize throughout with the allegations of 
the News. For this, not that paper, but the Americans are responsible. They 
have apparently failed to consult our cotemporary. A copy of the News con- 
taining the editor’s regulations fixing the present status of the “Mormon” 
problem in the United States should be sent to the Republic as a guide for 
the Americans to work by. One copy will be enougb, for by passing it 
around among the people it will accomplish just as much good as a million 
copies could. Let our friends wake up and try the experiment. It will be 
quite flattering to the News to find the moulders of public opinion in the 
United States substantiating its veracity by adapting the humor of the 
American people so as to conform to the News statements. In a case of this 
kind, as that paper is not dancing to the music of the Union, harmony may 
be restored by having the fiddlers play to the dancing of the News. 

The parting wad which was fired at us is characteristic. The Vews remarked 
something about “impious presumption,” and gives an alleged example in 
which certain things respecting ‘‘ Babylon and her wicked and soul-destroying 
institutions” are said to have been predicted “by our Savior and Joseph 
Smith.” The impiety charged herein seems to consist in having made pre- 
dictions which conform to those uttered by Christ himself, and if the matter 
were pressed, we would have to confess that Joseph Smith was thus guilty. 
Being unsophisticated, however, in the ways of the world, the offense of 
having placed himself in accord with Christ should not be looked upon as too 
grievous. We are sure that had he been able to struggle upward to the 


pious (!) plane occupied by his accusers he would not have done what he did.

The war in Hayti is still in progress. 

15,000 people were rendered homeless by the recent fire in Sarat. 

A fire in Chicago, March 29th, destroyed property to the value of $300,000. 

The town of Puish, in Russia, has been destroyed by fire. Six persons were burned to 
death. 

The town of Muir, in Michigan, has been inflicted with a fire which has destroyed 
thirty-five houses and stores. 

Scranton, Pa, March 27.— The Globe dry goods house burned to-night. Loss, 
$200,000, with a partial insurance. 

Satisfactory news of the 549 souls on board the steamer Danmark, all of whom it was 
feared were lost, has been received. 

Lonxnox, March 25.—A dispatch from St. Petersburg says a large number of foreign 
Jews have recently been expelled from Kief. 

The British ship Chilian caught fire on the 11th inst., at New Orleans, and 2,500 bales 
— believed she 

Mesers. Buchanan and Lydell's jute mills in Brooklyn have been destroyed by fire. A 
— ee injured. Damages, 
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The fishing boat Danish Prince has been given up as lost with a crew of eight hands. 
A small boat bearing the name of the Danish Prince has been picked up, and a quantity 
of wreckage seen off Hartlepool. 

A Times Philadelphia despatch says :—Telegrams from Washington indicate that the 
American Commissioners at the Samoan Conference are instructed to insist upon the 
absolute autonomy of the native Government in the Samoan Islands. 


A Gibraltar telegram of the 11th inst. reports that the Liverpool steamer Mogador 
has arrived there in charge of the mate, the captain, two seamen, a passenger named 
Marks, and three foreigners having been washed overboard and drowned. 

From circumstances which have occurred in connection with the Liverpool ship 
Suakim, it is feared that that vessel has been lost; whilst the fate of Captain Seabrook 
and his crew is in serious doubt. The fate of 26 people is involved. : 


Beruin, March 28 —A dispatch to the Cologne Gazette from Zanzibar says: A party 
of 230 men landed from the German man-of-war Schwalbe and burned Kondutch, after a 
conflict with the natives. The oppostion tothe Germans is everywhere increasing. 


Wasaincton, March 28.—The United States consul at Pernambuco, Brazil, reports 
to the Department of State that the province of Ceard has lost 12,331 inhabitants on 


account of the summer drouth, most of them emigrating to northern and southern pro- 
vinces. 


The Alaska brings intelligence of the foundering of the barque Sunrise, bound from 
Norfolk, Virginia, to New York, at the mouth of Delaware Bay on the 6th inst. The 
captain, his wife, their two children, and two seamen were drowned. Another seaman 
was rescued insensible. | 

Latest mail news from the Philippine Islands, by way of San Francisco, is to the 
effect that at the time the last despatch left, the islands were still suffering from the 
cholera epidemic, and that 1,000 deaths had occurred. The disease was not confined to 
the Malays, but many Spanish and Chinese settlers were affected. 


Lima (via Galveston), March 24.— Verrugas Bridge, the most famous of bridges on 
the Oroyar Railway, has been swept away by the floods. The structure was 107 feet 
high, and originally cost 4,000,000 soles. The destruction of the bridge has rendered 
transportation from that part of the country almost impossible. It will probably be a 
long time before the bridge is rebuilt. 

PROVINCETON, Mass, March 29.—A letter from Captain Dunham, of the whaling 
schooner William Crosier, at St. Vincent, West Indies, says that on February 28th she 
sighted a wreck which proved to be the Boston barque Albert Russel, from Australia. 
She rescued two sailors who had been on the wreck thirteen days. The balance of the 
crew, together with the captain’s wife and two little girls, had been all lost. 


A Lioyd’s telegram states that the steamer Holland, from New York, arrived in the 
Thames on the 12th inst., with eleven of the crew of the German barque Emilie, of 
Geestemunde. Three men had been lost before the survivors were taken off the wreck 
on the 7th. The Emilie was timber laden, and sprang a leak during a succession of 
gales in the Atlantic. The crew had taken to the rigging, where they remained twenty 
hours before being rescued. 


New York, May 16.—A wood in Patrick County, Virginia, caught fire on Friday 
night last, and the flames, finding plenty of food, spread rapidly until they extended 
over a vast area. Through Friday night, Saturday and Sunday the fire raged with fury 
over a piece of country ten miles long and four broad, and woods, houses, barns, and 
other farm buildings were consumed like paper. At least 100 cattle were roasted in the 
terrible furnace, whilst smaller domestic animals perished in unnumbered hundreds. It 
is feared, too, that not a few persons must have died in the flames. One such death is 
known, and several persons are missing. Three hundred dwellings have been burned to 
ashes, and a hundred families are rendered destitute by the awful catastophe. The 


devastation is complete, and the country presents a saddening apt. Liverpool Post. — 
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
